a. TheL___]Safety and Health Program has made many in-roads 
during the past year. Since many of theL____Joperations are 
labor intensive and the[__] has many diversified operations, our 
employees are more vulnerable to the hazards to life and health 
than other personnel. The implementation of good, sound, safety, 
and health habits is not only paramount here at []but it is a 
continual program. 


b, Listed below are some of the Significant safety and 
health measures which have been implemented and are ongoing 
programs 


1. INSPECTION 


An occupational Safety and Health Compliance Inspection was 
performed at[_ ]using the recommended "Man and Manager" techniques. 
Weekly and monthly inspections are conducted on shop tools and 
equipment, fire extinguishers, storage practices, and storage 
areas. All supervisors have been made aware of the need for good 
housekeeping practices and in turn pass this along to the employees. 
Periodic group Safety meetings are held to improve employees’ aware- 
ness. 


2. TRAINING 


Five forklift operation training courses were held during the 
year 1980. Each class consisted of approximately ten trainees. 
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25X11 a. (basic fire-fighting, 
protective clothing, and breathing apparatus) classes were held 
for a total of three days instruction. 


5X1 b. The [__] now has approximately[___lpersons trained in 25X1 
Cardio-Pulmonary Resuscitation (CPR), and four Robershaw resuscitators 
have been strategically placed within[__] 25X1 
Cc. Two "Hazardous Chemicals" courses were conducted at the 
25X1 and other Supply Division component personnel 
attending. 


3. EMPLOYEE AWARENESS PROGRAMS 


a. To help promote Driver and Safety awareness, all full-time 
agency drivers are members of the National Safety Council (NSC) 
Driver Award Program. This program at the[___]|is administered 25xX1 
through the Motor Pool Safety Officer, who coordinates with NSC 
for record keeping procedures and issuing of Safe Driver Awards. 


b. Lighted Safety "EXIT" signs have just recently been installed 
25X1 at the Fire extinguisher recertification of the 120 fire 
extinguishers throughout the[_ ]has just been completed. . 25X1 


c. Safety pamphlets and posters supplied by NSC are displayed 
and made available to all employees. 


5X1 d. The L___]Fire and Evacuation Plan was just updated, and a 
fire drill was held in October. 


4. SAFETY EQUIPMENT AND OTHER ENHANCEMENTS 


25X14 a. The[__ ] provides goggles, fire shields, shop aprons, 
helmets, gloves, safety shoes, portable eye-wash kits, and other 
special apparel for use when handling accidént potential chemicals 
and materials. 


b. Maintains constant surveillance of all protective guards 
and other accident prevention devices on all equipment throughout
